TOE  CRAY  FAMILY  OF  DEE?  RIVER 


The  name  Gray,  or  Grey,  is  quite  common  in  the  records 
of  the  £hglish  speaking  peoples.  The  earliest  mention 
of  this  family  name  in  American  life  is  linked  with  the 
first  permanent  English  settlement  in  America:  taht  at 
Jamestown  in  Virginia.  During  the  period  in  the  winter 
of  1609-10  that  was  known  as  the  Starving  Time,  a  re¬ 
cord  was  made  of  those  who  died  and  those  who  survived#

TOere  were  Grays  in  both  the  lists  of  the  dead  and  the 

living.

During  the  War  of  the  Revolution  a  number  of  Grays  served- 
in  the  Colonial  forces#  Their  names  and  terms  of  service 
can  bo  traced  from  the  records. 

. 

Our  chief  concern  at  the  present  time  is  with  the  Grays 
of  Deep  River  in  Piedmont  North  Carolina.  The  Grants  of 
land  under  Lord  Granville  were  first  made  in  this  part 
of  North  Carolina  about  1743*  These  land  Grants  were 
continued  until  North  Carolina  became  a  State  at  the 
time  of  the  Revolution*  The  unsold  lands  of  Granville 
were  then  confiscated  by  the  State.  A  land  Law  was 
passed  by  the  State  in  1777*  Each  County  was  required 
to  appoint  a  surveyor.  He  made  the  survey  of  claims  and 
sent  in  twp  plots  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  In  1780 
the  sale  price  of  land  in  North  Carolina  was  set  at 
seven  and  one-half  cents  per  acre.  In  1794  the  price 
was  raised  to  twelve  and  one-half  cents  per  acre. 

On  December  16,  1768  we  find  William  Gray  securing 
through  purchase  a  tract  of  640  acres  from  Cyrus  Pcgg 
of  Deep  River.  This  land  sale  gives  us  the  earliest 
record  of  the  names  of  Gray  and  Pegg  on  Deep  River. 

Generations  later  there  would  be  a  marriage  between 
these  two  Families — Ellen  Victoria  Cray  and  Jabez  G. 

Pegg.  Ihe  Gray  homestead  was  not  far  from  Colfax,  and 
the  Pegg  plantation  some  to  miles  away  at  Sandy  Rid  0. 
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It  appears  that  Willi  am  Gray  I  came  into  North  Car¬ 
olina  from  Virginia  as  early  as  1735.  I  shall  now 
give  the  lineal  descendants  of  William  Gray  I  down 
to  the  present  time — July  29,1957. 

WILLIAM  CRAY  I,  Nine  children:  James,  William  II,

SAMUEL  GRAY,  Seven  children:  Squire  Gray  was  born  on 
Deep  River  about  1798,  and  died  in  March  1880,  His 
mother  was  named  Nancy,  Nancy  was  living  on  Deep  River 
at  the  time  of  the  Battle  of  Guilford  Courthouse, 

This  battle  took  place  in  March  1781*  She  was  still 
living  at  the  time  of  the  Falling  of  the  Stars  on 
March  13,  1833.  The  first  Cemetery  for  these  pioneer 
Grays  is  located  on  the  original  tract  of  land  that 
William  Gray  I  bought  from  Cyrus  Pegg.  The  McCollum 
Family — close  relatives  of  the  Grays — now  own  this 
land  which  has  the  old  Cemetery  on  it.  Later  the 
Grays  used  the  Quaker  Cemetery  at  Dover  for  burial. 
When  Dover  was  abandoned,  burial  was  begun  in  the 
Shady  Grove  Church  yard  at  Colfax,  This  continues 
at  the  present  time,

SQUIRE  CRAY.  He  was  first  married  to  Charlotte  Thomas 
of  Randolph  County  in  North  Carolina  on  or  about  1823. 
He  married  Caroline  Ausment  after  the  death  of  his 
first  wife— Charlotte,  The  six  children  were  all  from 
the  first  marriage: 

William  M.  Gray  married  Mary  Jane  Brown.  Jesse  Gray 
married  Martitia  Beeson.  Samuel  Gray  married  Elizabeth 
Pitts.  They  moved  to  Indiana,  Lovenia  Gray  married 
Frank  Payne.  Linda  Gray  married  a  McCollum.  Nancy  Gray 
married  Joseph  Farrington. 

From  now  on,  my  records  follows  only  the  line  of 
William  M,  Gr ay.  Mrs,  Jesse  II .  Gray  has  the  records 
for  the  brothers  and  sistertof  William  M.  Gray. 
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WILLIAM  M.  CRAY,  He  was  born  November  3,  1826,  and 
died  April  14,  1914.  He  was  the  oldest  son  of  Squire 
Gray,  and  was  the  administrator  of  Squire  Gray’s  es¬ 
tate.  The  settlement  was  made  in  1379-80.  William  M. 
Gray  was  married  to  Mary  Jane  Brown.  She  was  born 
May  18,  1831.  and  died  August  24,  1867.  William  M. 
Gray’s  plantation  consisted  of  i ome  6oo  acres  near 
Colfax  on  the  headwaters  of  Deep  River.  The  plantation 
was  generally  worked  by  eight  or  nine  tenant  families. 
Beekeeping,  hunting,  and  fishing  were  William  M.  Gray!s 
delight  when  not  actively  supervising  the  work  of  the 
tenants.  Five  children  were  born  to  William  M.  Gray 
and  Mary  Jane  Brown  Gray: 

John  t?csley  Gray.  He  was  born  January  8,  1857,  and 
died  July  19,  1928.  He  married  Cornelia  Victoria  Atkins 
of  Sedge  Garden  on  February  25,  1880.  Cornelia  Victoria 
Atkins  was  born  April  9,  1862,  and  died  December  28, 
1914.  John  Wesley  Gray  and  Cornelia  Atkins  Gray  settled 
on  a  farm  midway  between  Colfax  and  Friendship.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  his  farming  he  ran  a  general  store  for  many 
years. 

My  visits  to  ny  Uncle  Wesley’s  homo  were  always  happy 
occasions  in  my  childhood.  Candy  from  the  store,  and 
cake  and  pie  from  AuntVick* s  kitchen,  made  a*  holiday 
of  a  visit.  Then  there  were  the  trains  and  automobiles  1 
The  Southern  Railway  runs  through  a  deep  cut  a  little 
ways  to  front  of  the  house.  The  puffing,  roaring,  and 
the  whistle!  Too  the  main  highway  from  Greensboro  to 
Winston-Salem  was  just  beyond  the  yard.  Here  in  the 
early  years  of  this  century,  the  An tomoble  was  making 

ite  appearance.  I  wathhed  the  birth  of  the  new  world 
from  my  Uncle’s  porch.
